Natural Gas Cost 
Boost Analyzed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new study 
by the Genera l Accounting Office 
cla ims tha t lifting price controls on 
na tura l ga s would increa se the cost to 
residentia l users by $9 4 a y ea r ov er 
wha t the regula ted price would be by 
19 80. 
The GAO report on the implica tions 
of ha lting federa l regula tion of na tura l 
ga s prices a lso sa id the ga p between 
regula ted a nd deregula ted prices 
would close to a bout $10 by 19 85 . 
By then, the price for residentia l 
customers “ under both regula tion a nd 
deregula tion would be compa ra ble," 
the report sa id. The GAO is the a u­ 
diting a rm of Congress. 
The regula ted price of na tura l ga s 
ha s been permitted to rise ov er a 
period of y ea rs by the Federa l Power 
Commission, the a gency tha t regula tes 
prices on ga s produced in one sta te a nd 
shipped by pipeline for use in a nother 
sta te. 
Intra sta te ga s, which is produced 
a nd used solely in one sta te, is not 
regula ted a nd its price is a llowed to 
fluctua te 
a ccording 
to 
ma rket 
dema nds. While intersta te ga s sells for 
5 2 cents per thousa nd cubic feet, in- 
tra sta te ga s ha s sold a s high a s $1.9 0 
per thousa nd cubic feet in some 
loca les.

The na tura l ga s industry contends 
tha t price controls discoura ge ex ­ 
plora tion a nd drilling for new supplies.

Wea lthy Leba nese needing foreign 
currency to flee the country , business­ 
men who continue to pa y their em­ 
ploy es a nd tra ders who need ca sh or 
foreign ex cha nge for dea ls must ca sh 
their checks or ex cha nge their pounds 
with money cha ngers. 
Sev era l dozen dea lers work the 
streets of the Ha mra shopping district. 
Ha lf a dozen big dea lers — including 
two 
Armenia ns,

J ew,

Pa lestinia n — ha ndle compa ny dea ls 
a nd other la rge a mounts. The dea lers’ 
dea ler is Ma hmoud Sha ka rji, who fled 
from his na tiv e Ira q when the 19 5 8 
rev olution ov erthrew the mona rchy .

Nor is there a ny indica tion now tha t 
one or a nother ca n win decisiv ely in 
M a ssa chusetts, where 10 na tiona l 
Democra tic ca ndida tes will be on the 
ba llot. 
The big field, a nd indica tions of a 
m a ssiv e 
undecided 
bloc 
a mong 
Democra ts in both sta tes, ma ke for 
contests without fa v orites. And tha t, in 
turn, ha s led the riv a l ca mps to a v oid 
cla ims a bout the outcome. 
In a crowd of ca ndida tes, tha t’s 
fea sible. It doesn’t work in a one-on- 
one 
contest 
like 
tha t 
between 
Republica ns Ford a nd Rea ga n. , 


As the incumbent president, Ford 
a utoma tica lly fa ces high ex pecta tions. 
People don’t ex pect presidents to lose 
prima ries, not ev en a President who 
rea ched office without election. 
Rea ga n stra tegists ma ke the most of 
tha t, 
sa y ing 
they 
ca n 
win 
psy chologica lly by running close while 
the President ca n’t a fford a ny thing 
short of clea r v ictories. 


There is no precise pa ra llel. In 19 6 8, 
President Ly ndon B. J ohnson got a 
sha de under ha lf the Democra tic v ote 
in New Ha mpshire, a s a write-in 
ca ndida te without persona l ca m ­ 
pa igning. Eugene J . McCa rthy , then a 
Minnesota sena tor, got 42.4 per cent. 
The outcome wa s v iewed a s ev idence 
of the President’s v ulnera bility , a nd 
within the month, J ohnson wa s out of 
the ra ce — ev en before McCa rthy bea t 
him outright in Wisconsin. 


Ford ha s sa id repea tedly tha t, no 
ma tter wha t ha ppens in the ea rly 
prima ries, he is in the ra ce to sta y , 
Some Republica ns rema in priv a tely 
skeptica l — a nd tha t includes a few 
who a re Ford supporters.

The regulated price of natural gas 
has been permitted to rise over a 
period of years by the Federal Power 
Commission, the agency that regulates 
prices on gas produced in one state and 
shipped by pipeline for use in another 
state. 
Intrastate gas, which is produced

President Ford and Ronald Reagan 
issue rival forecasts of victory in the 
early presidential primary elections, 
wary 
Democrats

avoiding 
predictions they may not be able to 
match. They remember well that great 
expectations and loose talk can sink 
candidates. 
At this point, the Democrats are 
bunched, with no evidence that any of 
the six major entries can score a 
breakthrough in the New Hampshire 
primary on Feb. 24. 
Nor is there any indication now that 
one or another can win decisively in 
M assachusetts, where IO national 
Democratic candidates will be on the 
ballot. 
The big field, and indications of a 
m assive undecided bloc 
among 
Democrats in both states, make for 
contests without favorites And that, in 
turn, has led the rival camps to avoid 
claims about the outcome 
In a crowd of candidates, that’s 
feasible. It doesn't work in a one-on- 
one 
contest

Republicans Ford and Reagan. 


As the incumbent president, Ford

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 1977 
federal budget will realistically 
separate the things the nation can 
afford to do from those it wants to do. 
says Budget Director James T. Lynn. 


Lynn also said in an interview 
Thursday the 1977 budget will be the 
first step toward achieving balanced 
federal budgets within three years 


The budget, which Lynn said will 
provide for a total federal spending of 
nearly $395 billion and a deficit of at 
least $40 billion, will be presented to 
Congress by President Ford on 
Wednesday. 


Ford told reporters on Thursday he 
still has not trimmed the proposed 
budget down to his target figure of $395 
billion, but said he would get there by 
Wednesday. 


White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said Thursday the budget also 
will include a $10 billion cut in taxes 
and reductions in the number of 


federal workers. Nessen said Ford will 
also ask for tax incentives to stimulate 
construction and heavy industry. 
“ The budget will contain provisions 
to reward businessmen who invest in 
new plants and equipment which 
create new Jobs — permanent, well- 
paying Jobs in the private economy in­ 
stead of make-work Jobs on the federal 
payroll,” Nessen told a meeting of the 
Shreveport, I a ., Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
Lynn declined to reveal specific 
components of the budget, but he said 
it "gives full recognition to the 


priorities we should have as a nation 
for 1977.” 
“ We kept in mind there are lots of 
things we would like to do and only 
certain things we realistically can 
afford to do at any given time,” he 
added 
Lynn said next year’s deficit will be 
near the $40 billion to $44 billion 
projected by the President last 
(ictober. The deficit would be the 
second highest since World War II, ex­ 
ceeded only by the current 1976 budget 
deficit estimated to be a record $70 
billion or more 


Sources said there would be an in­ 
crease in defense spending to about 
$101 billion, which would be the first 
time defense outlays would exceed 
$100 billion. Current defense spending 
is near $92 billion. 
The budget also was understood to 
include proposed limits on increases in 
federal pay and income maintenance 
programs such as Social Security and 
federal retirement programs. Ford is 
expected to also propose turning over 
about $10 billion in health programs to 
the states, including about $8 billion in 
Medicaid funds for the poor.

Bankers Use 
Money Bales 


BEIRUT, lebanon (AP) — War-torn 
lebanon’* “central bank" is a 60-year- 
old money changer who deals in bales 
of bank notes and checks from a Beirut 
town house guarded by hired gunmen. 


Beirut's banks have been shut for six 
weeks by the fierce street fighting. 
Wealthy lebanese needing foreign 
currency to flee the country, business­ 
men who continue to pay their em­ 
ployes and traders who need cash or 
foreign exchange for deals must cash 
their checks or exchange their pounds 
with money changers 
Several dozen dealers work the 
.streets of the Hamra shopping district 
Half a dozen big dealers — including 
two 
Armenians, 
a 
Jew, 
and 
a 
Palestinian — handle company deals 
and other large amounts. The dealers' 
dealer is Mahmoud Shakarji, who fled 
from his native Iraq when the 1958 
revolution overthrew the monarchy It 
is he who sets the rates of exchange 
each day. 
“ He is the biggest of us all, bigger 
than most banks. In fact he is now the 
central bank,'” said one money 
changer who calls Shakarji each day to 
get the exchange rates. 
A teletype machine brings the latest 
financial news from the world's money 
centers to Shakarji's tree-shaded villa 
on Beirut’s fashionable Madame Curie 
Street, Several lough guards with 
submachine guns patrol the villa and 
its grounds 
Most of the checks changing hands 
end up with Shakarji, who apparently 
has access to an almost bottomless 
supply of hard cash in almost any cur­ 
rency. 
“ If you need IO million Turkish 
pounds, Kuwaiti dinars, dollars, gold 
or whatever, he’U get it for you," said 
one financial source 
Shakarji 
(the name in Turkish 
means seller of sugar or candy) also 
has an international courier system 
and bank accounts and representa­ 
tives in all major money centers

Ninety -fiv e were rehired the nex t 
week, but collections nev er caught up 
with the refuse as workers were off the 
job two day s last week because of tem­ 
peratures near zero. 
The collection department planned 
to use the money from the low- 
temperature day s to fund ov ertime 
this week. 
The ov ertime was posted Wednesday 
on a v oluntary basis, but no one 
showed. Some trash was picked up 
during regular rounds, but most was 
still by the curb. 
No trash was picked up Thursday as 
the city celebrated the birthday of Dr. 
Martin Luther King J r. 
In the meantime, the city posted four 
hours of mandatory ov ertime for 
Friday and a full day of ov ertime 
Saturday in accordance with union 
rules that prov ides 24 hours of notice. 
But a union leader cautioned that 
workers, who receiv e $8 .49 an hour at 
time-and-a-half, may ignore the 
ov ertime again. 
“ I don’t know what they ’re going to 
do,” said Donald Elkins, president of 
Ix jcal 1632 of the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employ es. “ They are v ery upset ov er 
the way they ’v e been treated.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Trash 
has piled in front of some homes in 
Columbus for three weeks—pickups 
delayed by layoffs, cold weather, holt* 
days and a dispute over overtime.

In the meantime, the city posted four 
hours of mandatory overtime for 
Friday and a full day of overtime 
Saturday in accordance with union 
rules that provides 24 hours of notice. 
But a union leader cautioned that 
workers, who receive 88.49 an hour at 
time-and-a-half, may ignore the 
overtime again. 
"I don't know what they’re going to 
do,” said Donald Elkins, president of 
lx»cal 1632 of the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employes. ‘‘They are very upset over 
the way they’ve been treated.” 
He said the men are still com­ 
plaining about recent layoffs and the 
fear of more this year. In addition, he 
said the contract provides that the city 
confer with the union before* man­ 
datory overtime is assigned.

197 2, said Phillip s, the Un ited States 
has fo llo wed a stan dp at p o licy to ward 
the main lan d n atio n . “There has been 
n o sign ifican t p o litical p ro gress sin ce 
then ,” he said in an in terv iew. 
In that co mmu n iq u e, bo th sides 
agreed to wo rk to ward n o rmalizatio n 
o f relatio n s. Bu t, said Phillip s, who has 
had ex ten siv e dip lo matic ex p erien ce, 
“there has been n o mo v emen t.” 
Phillip s, n o w p residen t o f the 
Natio n al Co u n cil fo r U.S.-Chin a Trade, 
believ es the o v er-all in terests o f the 
Un ited States, in clu din g trade, dep en d 
heav ily o n so me ev iden ce o f p ro gress 
to ward fu ll reco gn itio n by each 
co u n try . 
In his o p in io n , the Chin ese may be 
gettin g a bit imp atien t. “ I’m wary that 
so me elem en ts 
o f the 
Chin ese 
leadership might say there is n o fu tu re 
in this fo r Chin a,” he said. “We can n o t 
hav e in defin ite stagn atio n ."

NEW YORK (AP) — Christopher 
Phillips' main professional intereist is 
in the development of trade with the 
People’s Republic of China, but his 
concern of late has been increasingly 
political. 
Since the Shanghai communique of 
1972, said Phillips, the United States 
has followed a standpat policy toward 
the mainland nation. "There has been 
no significant political progress since 
then," he said in an interview. 
In that communique, both sides 
agreed to work toward normalization 
of relations. But, said Phillips, who has 
had extensive diplomatic experience, 
"there has been no movement.” 
Phillips, now president of the 
National Council for U.S.-China Trade, 
believes the over-all interests of the 
United States, including track, depend 
heavily on some evidence of progress 
toward full recognition by each 
country. 
In his opinion, the Chinese may be 
getting a bit impatient. "I’m wary that 
some elements of the Chinese 
leadership might say there is no future 
in this for China," he said. "We cannot 
have indefinite stagnation." 
Phillips, whose organization is made 
up of about 300 companies interested 
or involved in China trade, recognizes 
that the President might face some 
immediate obstacks, but he asked 
pointedly: 


"Is there anything that can be done 
to convey to the Chinese that we are 
serious'"’ 
The sooner the better, said Phillips, 
a Republican and former deputy 
representative to the United Nations. 
"I am not arguing this just to enhance 
our trade with China,” he said, but he 
indicated a move could be made in that 
area. 
"Arguments have been mack that

Prior to the emergency 
purchases, sharp curtailments of gas 
supplies to industry had been an­ 
ticipated. 
"There are a number of aspects to 
this emergency situation which must 
be dealt with," PUCO said. "The 
shortage of gas, the need for utilities to 
recover the higher costs of emergency 
gas, and tile need for a fair decision as 
to which customers should have to pay 
for the gas are all involved." 
PUCO initially granted Columbia 
and D.P. St L. permission to make 
residential users share in the cast of 
the emergency gas. Commissioners 
had second thoughts, however, after 
they were satisfied that PUCO has 
authority to prevent the pass-along. 
Both tile Columbia and the D P St L. 
cases will be considered at the public 
hearing. 
Columbia paid $33.7 million, or $2.61 
per thousand cubic feet for the gas on 
the intrastate market, compared to the 
regular interstate price of $1.20. 
Columbia officials estimate the $17.1 
million residential share will average 
about 75 cents additional per monthly 
homeowner bill. 
Rep. Michael P. Stinziano. D-30 
Columbus, estimated Thursday that 
the cost to those in poorly-insulated 
homes could reach $10 to $15 more a 
month. 
Stinziano introduced legislation 
aimed at stopping the rate hike.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Robert Taft 
II, heir to a five-generation political 
dynasty, will take a seat next week in 
the Ohio Legislature, following in the 
footsteps of his grandfather and father 
with “a genuine interest in state 
government." 


Taft, 34, who just finished his work at 
the University of Cincinnati Taft 
College of Law, was appointed 
Thursday by the Republican caucus in 
the Ohio House to serve the year re­ 
maining of the term of Rep. Frank 
Mayfield, R-65 Cincinnati. 


"I know a lot about the budgeting 
and 
adm inistration 
of 
state 
programs," said Taft, citing his ex­ 
perience in Illinois where he worked in 
the administration of Gov. William 
Ogilvie from 1969 to 1972, finishing up 
as assistant budget director. 


Taft is the son of U.S. Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., ROhio, grandson of the late 
"Mr. Republican," Robert A. Taft, and 
great-grandson of President William 
Howard Taft 
Knowledgeable about his family 
history, Taft noted, "It all started with 
Alphonso T aft,” the first family 
member to migrate to Ohio. He was an 
attorney general, a secretary general, 
the U.S. Ambassador to Austria- 
Hungary and a Cincinnati judge. 
"It's a tradition I will have to work 
hard to live up to," said the young 
Cincinnatian, whose neighbors are 
accustomed to seeing him jog in their 
Mount i/ookout section neighborhood. 
He’s been too busy as a law student 
and Assistant Vice President for 
Metropolitan Affairs at the Univertoty 
of Cincinnati to join an athletic club, he 
said. 
Taft to a graduate of Yale, holds a 
masters degree in Public Affairs from 
the Woodrow Wilson School of Public 
and International Affairs at Princeton 
University. Right now he to studying 
for the Ohio bar examination. 
"I studied economic development at 
Woodrow Wilson, primarily foreign 
assistance programs. However, much 
more relative is my experience in Il­ 
linois." 
Taft said he has "a genuine interest 
in state government. State govern­ 
ment has an increasingly important 
role to play in the context of state-fed­ 
eral partnership,” he said, but 
declined any comment on current 
issues "because it would be premature 
at this time." 
Aside from the education and 
practical governmental experience, 
Taft said the personal contact of 
growing up in the Taft family was an 
education. 
"I was only ll when I visited my 
grandfather in a hospital in New York 
the summer he died in 1953," he said 
"I also recall my father taking me with

Sauce: To reserve onion and green 
pepper add the chicken gizzard and 
heart (cut fine) and neck, 2Vfc cups 
water, V4 cup canned tomato paste, V» 
teaspoon dried thyme; bring to a boil; 
simmer, covered until giblets are 
tender — 45 to 60 minutes. Remove 
neck. Blend 1 teaspoon flour with 1 
tablespoon butter or margarine and 
add; stir constantly over moderate 
heat until thickened; add salt and 
pepper to taste.

published information provides some 
direction for students who are 
currently in high school. The Ohio 
Bureau of Employment Services in­ 
dicates that unemployment in Ohio 
probably reached a low for 1975 at 7.6 
per cent of the labor force in 
November. Ohio and U.S. 
unem­ 
ployment rates were fairly equal 
throughout much of 1975 and these 
rates were quite a bit higher than for 
1974. Many of the unemployed were 
young people without previous em­ 
ployment experience. 
In contrast, a recent survey of 200 
companies nationwide indicated that 
many of them anticipated increasing 
hiring during the last quarter of 1975. 
Approximately 28 per cent of the 
companies surveyed said they were in 
need of technical-professional persons 
including engineers and computer 
programmers. Scarcities of workers 
were cited at all technical-professional 
levels in the health care areas. About 
16 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
companies, 
especially those in the north central 
states, were having difficulty finding 
skilled craftsmen such as electricians. 
In view of the above information, 
students are well advised to obtain job 
skills while in high school in a 
vocationally oriented program or to 
plan on some type of specialized 
technical or professional post-high 
school program. Since the application 
period 
for 
the 
Pickaway-Ross 
Vocational Center programs began on 
Jan. 15, this decision must be made 
immediately by many students.

With a career record of 151-39-1, 
Kush, who will turn 47 next Tuesday, 
has come a long way from where he 
grew up around Mine No. 35 in Wind- 
ber, Pa.

“ All our efforts are aimed at making 
each individual athlete realize his full 
potential. It takes a lot of sacrifice and 
discipline, but it pays dividends, not 
only now, but later in life.”
